& DANGEROUS PRECEDENT.

rely upon competitive bidding to secure the best 
prices for supplies, in the letting of construction 
contracts and in many other avenues of trade. 


Generally the government has adopted this pro- 


cedure in the handling of Its affairs. 


Now along comes Henry Ford and a='.,s the ship- 


pins board -.to set a price upon tho some 400 ships. 
built by the government durnlg the war, and which 
have been under the direction of thla governmental 
afccncy since then. These boats hn.ve been scattered 
along the ports of the Atlantic and Pacific coasts 
since the close of the war and most of them admit- 
tedly 
are 
not 
in 
seagoing condition. 
Chairman 


O'Connor, who presumably is closest to the president, 
speaks up favorably in behalf of the Ford1 proposal 
without consulting the opinions of his associates 
Upon the boaid. 
If Mr. Ford has been correctly 


quoted, he considers most of the ships are fit only 
ior Junk and he expects to pay for them accordingly. 


There is a difference of opinion upon this subject 


even among the members of the shipping board. Ad- 
miral Palmer, of the Emergency Fleet corporation, 


' *ho IS an authority, entertains another view. He is 


qiioted In The New York Times tw saying:

When 
the contracts were let anti the work gotten under- 
way, no one had any Idea how long the war would 
last. 
The ship-building program was on a scale 


commensurate with all of the other program of prep- 
aration for a long, bitter struggle, feut having- spent 
the millions involved In Ihclr construction, It would 
b* lolly to charge them off as a dead loss, 1? any 
proper and legitimate use can be made of^hem. 


It la time the board should settle down to tormu- 


late a definite program with respect to the emerg- 
ency fleet. 


-If, as Admiral Palmer suggests, the government 


his use for some of these ships in event of emerg- 
*ncy, they should not he thrown upon the scrap heap. 
The most conservative estimates Indciate that it costs 
<500 a year to care for. each ot the ships laid up !n 
port. The expense of maintenance is not ao great 
as to necessitate sacrifice of the ahipa. 
iQn the other hand, If the board decides that the 
emergency fleet Is fit only for junking and is not 
deeded In connection with the army and navy plan 
df defense, then arrangements whould ba made to sell 
tfie boats on the open market through competitive 
bidding. The acceptance of the Ford offer, irrespect- 
ive of price, Is not a good precedent to establish in 
governmental affairs. 
Abandonment of the principle 


ol competitive bidding invariably leads to trouble.

In preserving the beauties of the landscape for the 
general enjoyment of-all. 


The wild flowers which spring up alohg the road- 


side, in the meadows, or in the shady groves are 
part of nature's contribution to man's pleasure. In 
their natural setting they are far lovelier than they 
could ever be elsewhere. 
The inclination to pick 


them off the plants and take them home is often 
Indulged unthinkingly by people who love flowers 
ahd wbuld greatly miss them if there were none. 
A little reflection should convince anyone that this 
foolish and destructive practice ought to be aban- 
doned. 


Every time a blossom Is plucked and borne away. 


It means that next season therfc will be a dozen or 
two fewer of the same species than If it had bean 
left to ripen and seed itself. 
Even where some 


flowers are picked and others left on the same plant, 
it is customary to select the best specimens and 
leave the scrawny ones which may not develop 
properly. It requires no deep thinking to realise that 
If this habit Is persisted in, tho time will come when 
no desirable flowers can be found. 


In a short time there will be a good many wild

Tliey should be left untouched, because they belong

COMMERCIAL AVIATION LOOMING. 


Considerable eurpriM and no littl* cbarrln has b**n 


manifested by those Americans, who hare' observed 
the progress of commercial aviation In Europe, at 
the apparent lack of Interest In thla mode of trans 
portatlon manifested by th« peopU of this country. 
They have seen the continent from east to west and 
from north to south covered with regularly estab- 
lished air routes, traversed on schedule time by 
planes carrying not only mail, but passengers and 
freight as well, many of the operating companies 
being assisted by subsidies paid by the various 
govern mente. 


In the United States, however, ther* has been no 


interest in commercial air navigation apparent until 
within the last few months. Now It looks aa though 
things were to move with a rush. It has been in- 
timated, ot course, that those who might b« looked 
to to finance and promote such projects as this 
a.ic to a gicat extent,^ interested m Railways and mat 
they have no desire to encourage a more which 
might rtsult In competition of any nature. 


It has bftcome practically certain, however, that 


Henry Ford is to 'enter the air transportation field 
and the Indications are that other powerful and 
well-managed companies will 
soon get Into the 


same. While there are to be no subsidies, the recently 
authorized mail carrying contracts will afford 
dependable source of revenue and assist the lines 
in becoming established. 


Under this governmental enactment individuals or 


firms who can show that they are qualified to do so 
may transport air mail and receive for this service 
three-fourths of the revenue therefrom*. 
They may 


also transport freight and passengers. 
These con- 


tracts are to be of an elastic nature, permitting In- 
definite extension where the service is found profit- 
able and cancellation on short notice, where profit is 
not forthcoming. 


Because of the attractiveness of thesa terms It is 


thought that a number of concerns will within a 
short time be ready to apply for contracts and that 
planes will be plying between Chicago, St. Louis 
and New Orleans; Minneapolis to .the south; Omaha 
to Kansas City; Salt Lake City to Los AngeJes and 
Seattle on regular schedules, carrying passengers 
and freight, and making Intermediate stops. 
Lincoln 


may expect to be on one or more of these routes.

h* message which Major General Robert Lee 


Bullard cabled to tne fairilly of 1118 old comrade-in- 
arma. General Charles Mangin, the hero of Verdun, 
who died last week, fittingly characterized the mili- 
tary genius of the great Frenchman. 


"Good-bye, 
beloved 
comrade. 
Good-bye, thou 


undaunted spirit." 


In those dark and grloomy days of April of 1918, 


when the great German drive seemed so certain of 
•success, and when the Kaifter'S armies were pushing 
forward so steadily towards the French capital, It 
was Mangin who thrust them back in tho deciding 
battle of the war. For days the German advance had 
been unhalted, tho allies retreating before the grey 
legions of Ludendorf's command. So confident was 
the German leader that he did not even take the 
precaution to form secondary lines of defense. Then 
with lightning- quickness and 
daring-, a 
combined 


fcrmy of French, 
British and 
American 
troops, 


numerically inferior to the German hosts opposing 
them, struck out savagely and before the armies of 
Ludendorf had recovered .from surprise, the whole 
German line was endangered by the sharp thrust in 
the center. 
There was nothing- left but to retreat 


.nd from then on the offensive passed to the Allies. 


It was General Mangin who started the great of- 


fensive In the Argonnc, which ultimately crumbled 
the German position in northern France, and finally 
forced the signing of the armistice. 
With General 


Bullard, the French leader was planning a great of- 
fense against Metz when hostilities ceased. 


FAITH IN THE COUNTRY. 


The ninety-first birthday of Chauncey M. Depew 


was an 'ejteuse for numerous interviews, reminiscent 
stories and comments, but no action taken by the 
venerable statesman and financier on that day was 
more worthy of applause than his statement at a

ftct ear for music cannot expect to 
sing perfectly but much can be 
done to cultivate a better ear .f 
singing efforts are made. 


When a child's voice is changing 


ihging should be discouraged until

Now along comes H enry Ford and asks th e sh ip ­ 
p ing board to set a p rice up on th e .some 400 sh ip s, 


built by th e governm ent durnig th e war, and wh ich 
h ave been under th e direction of th is governm ental 


agency since th en. 
Th ese boats h ave been scattered 


along th e p orts of th e Atlantic and I’aclflc coasts 
since th e close of th e w ar and moat of th em a dm it­ 
tedly 
are 
not 
in 
seagoing condition. 
Ch airm an 
O’Connor, wh o p resum ably Is closest to th e p resident, 


sp eaks up favorably In beh alf of th e Ford p rop osal 
with out consulting th e op inions of h is associates 


up on th e h oard. 
If Mr. Ford h as been correctly 
quoted, h e considers most of th e sh ip s are fit only 
for junk and h e exp ects to p ay for th em accordingly. 
Th ere is a difference of op inion up on th is subject 
even among th e m em bers of th e sh ip p ing board. 
A d­ 
miral Palm er, of th e Em ergency Fleet corp oration. 


Wh o Is an auth ority, entertains anoth er view. 
He Is 


quoted In Th e New York Times i*s saying:

“It will be time to take up th e question as to 
Wh eth er we sh all scrap 400 sh ip s, as suggested In 
rep orts relating to Mr. F ord’s Intentions, after It h as 
been determined th a t we cannot use th em in a n yw y 
as cargo carriers, eith er under governm ent admin s- 
tration or In p rivate management. 
We sh ould also 
be assured th a t th ere Is no need of th is tonnage in 
tbc arm y and navy p lans for national defense before 
we p roceed with a p lan of scrap p ing. 
It would be difficult to quarrel with th e wisdom and 
sanity embodied In th is recom mendation of Admiral 
Palm er. 
Th is country sp ent staggering sum s of 
money in th e construction of its sh ip p ing fieet. W'h en 


th e contracts were let and th e work gotten un der­ 


way. no one h ad any idea h ow long th e w ar would 
last. 
Th e sh ip -building p rogram w as on a scale 
com m ensurate with all of th e oth er p rogram of p rep ­ 
aration for a long, bitter struggle. 
B ut h aving sp ent 
th e millions involved in th eir construction. It w’ould 


be folly to ch arge th em off as a dead loss. If any 
p rop er and legitimate use can be made of J^h em. 
It Is time th e board sh ould settle down to form u­ 


late a definite p rogram with resp ect to th e em erg­ 


ency fleet. 
If. as Admiral P alm er suggests, th e governm ent 


h as use for some of th ese sh ip s In event of em erg­ 
ency, th ey sh ould not h e th row n up on th e scrap h eap . 
Th e most conservative estim ates indclatc th a t it costs 


$8 00 a year to care for each of th e sh ip s laid up in 
p ort. 
Th e exp ense of m aintenance Is not so great 


a t to necessitate sacrifice of th e sh ip s. 
•On th e oth er h and. If th e board decides th a t th e 


amergency fleet Is fit only for junking and is not 
needed In connection w ith th e arm y and navy p lan 
of defense, th en arrangem ents sh ould be made to sell 
th e boats on th e op en m arket th rough comp etitive 
bidding. 
Th e accep tance of th e Ford offer. Irresp ect­ 
ive of p rice, Is not a good p recedent to establish In 
iove m m en tal affairs.

of comp etitive bidding Invariably leads to trouble.

manifested by th ose Americans, wh o h ave"' observed 
th e p rogress of commercial aviation In Europ e, at 
th e ap p arent lack of Interest In th is mode of tr a n s ­ 
p ortation m anifested by th e p eop le of th is country. 
Th ey h ave seen th e continent from east to we.st and 
from north to south covered w ith regularly e sta b ­ 
lish ed air routes, traversed on sch edule time by 
p lanes carrying not only mall, but p assengers and 
freigh t as well, m any of th e op erating comp anies 


being assisted by 
subsidle* p aid by th e various 
governments. 


In th e United States, h owever, th ere h as been no 
Interest In commercial air navigation ap p aren t until 
with in th e la.st few month s. 
Now It looks as th ough 
th ings were to move with a rush . 
It h as baen in ­ 
timated, of course, th at th ose wh o m igh t be looked 


to to finance and p romote such p rojects as th is 
are to a great extent interested in railw ays and th at 
th ey h ave no desire to encourage a move wh ich 
migh t re.sult In comp etition of any nature. 
It h as become p ractically certain, h owrever, th at 
Henry Ford is to enter th e air transp ortation field 
and th e Indications are th at oth er p owerful and 
well-managed 
comp anies 
will 
soon 
get 
Into th e 
same. Wh ile th ere are. to h e no subsidies, th e recently 
auth orized mall 
carrying contracts will afford a 
dep endable source of revenue and assist th e lines 
in becoming establlslied. 
Under th is governm ental enactm ent individuals or 
firms wh o can sh ow th at th ey are qOallfied to do so 
may transp ort air mall and receive for th is service 
th ree-fourth s of th e revenue th erefrom*. 
Th ey may 
also transp ort freigh t and p assengers. 
Th ese con- 
tract.s are to be of an elaatlc nature, p erinltTtng in ­ 
definite extension w h ere th e service Is found p rofit­ 
able and cancellation on sh ort notice, w h ere p rofit is 
not forth coming. 
Because of th e attractiveness of th ese term s It is 
th ough t th at a num ber of concerns will with in a 
sh ort time be ready to ap p ly for contracts and th at 
p lanes will be p lying between Ch icago, St. Louis 
and New Orleans; Minneap olis to .th e south ; Omah a 
to Kansas City; Salt Lake City to l^os Angeles and 
Seattle on regular sch edules, carrying p assengers 
and freigh t, and making Intermediate stop s. 
Lincoln 
may exp ect to h e on one or more of th ese routes. 
An interesting develop ment In th is connection la

numerically inferior to th e G erman h osts op p osing 
th em, struck out savagely and before th e arm ies of 
Ludendorf h ad recovered from surp rise, th e wh ole 
German line was endangered by th e sh arp th rust in 
th e center. 
Th ere was noth ing left but to retreat 
and from th en on th e offensive p assed to th e Allies. 
It was General Mangin wh o started th e g reat of­ 
fensive in th e Argonne, wh ich ultim ately crumbled 
th e German p osition in north ern France, and finally 
forced th e signing of th e armistice. 
W ith General 
Bullard, th e French leader was p lanning a g reat of­ 
fense against Metz wh en h ostilities ceased.

Th e ninety-first birth day of Ch auncey M. Dep ew 
was an excuse for numerous Interviews, reminiscent 
stories and comments, but no action taken by th e 
venerable statesm an and financier on th a t day was 
more w orth y of ap p lause th an h is statem ent at a 
club dinner in New York.
